RECALLING ARTICLES 41 AND 42 OF THE AGREEMENT AND 

CONCLUSIONS OF ITS MEETING OF 5TH TO 7TH FEBRUARY' 

1975 THAT: 

I. IN ORDER TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE SECURITY OF THEIR 
ENERGY SUPPLY, TO THE REDUCTION OF DEPENDENCE 
ON IMPORTED OIL, AND TO MORE STABLE CONDITIONS 
IN THE WORLD OIL MARKET, THE PARTICIPATING 
COUNTRIES WILL DEVELOP COOPERATIVE MEASURES 
AIMED AT STIMULATING THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
ALTERNATIVE ENERGY SOURCES; 

II. THESE MEASURES SHOULD PROVIDE A BALANCE OF 
ADVANTAGE BETWEEN PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES 
WITH SUBSTANTIAL ENERGY RESOURCE POSSIBILITIES 
AND THOSE WHOSE ENERGY OPPORTUNITIES ARE MORE 
LIMITED; 

DECIDES: 

1. THAT THE OBJECTIVES OF THIS COMMON COOPERATIVE 

PROGRAM WILL BE: 

(A) TO INCREASE ENERGY INVESTMENT AND PRODUCTION 
WITHIN IEA COUNTRIES AND OUTSIDE 

(B) TO ADD TO THE SECURITY OF ENERGY SUPPLIES OF 
THE IEA COUNTRIES; 

CONFIDENTIAL 
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(C) TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE STABILITY OF THE WORLD 
ENERGY MARKET; 

(D) TO SUPPORT THE CONSERVATION OBJECTIVES ALREADY 
DECIDED ON. 

2. THAT, IN FURTHERANCE OF THESE OBJECTIVES, THREE 
INTER-LINKED COOPERATIVE MEASURES SHOULD BE ADOPTED: 

- AGREEMENT TO ENCOURAGE AND SAFEGUARD INVEST 
MENTS IN THE BULK OF CONVENTIONAL ALTERNATIVE 
SOURCES. THIS AGREEMENT SHOULD ALSO CONTRIBUTE 
TO STIMULATING INVESTMENT FOR THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF ENERGY SOURCES OUTSIDE THE IEA COUNTRIES. 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES REALIZE THAT THE 
FUNDAMENTAL GOALS OUTLINED IN I. ABOVE WILL BE 
AT RISK IF IMPORTED OIL IS SOLD WITHIN THEIR

- RESULT IN INCREASED ENERGY PRODUCTION WITHIN 
IEA COUNTRIES; 

- RESULT IN FAIR TREATMENT OF PARTICIPATING 
COUNTRIES IN RESPECT OF ENERGY PRICES; 

- FACILITATE NON-DISCRIMINATORY ENERGY TRADE AND 
INVESTMENT AMONG IEA COUNTRIES; 

- ASSIST THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A FAIR ECONOMIC 
AND SOCIAL BALANCE BETWEEN PARTICIPATING 
COUNTRIES WHEN FIXING THE LEVEL REFERRED TO 
IN PARAGRAPH 2 ABOVE; 

- TAKE ACCOUNT OF ENVIRONMENT PROTECTION. 

4. TO ESTABLISH AND IMPLEMENT OVERALL REVIEW PROCE- 
DURES TO ASSESS THE PUTTING INTO EFFECT OF THE MEASURES 
AND POLICIES ABOVE BY PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES, AND ALSO 
TO ASSESS, IN QUANTITATIVE TERMS, THE REDUCTION OF DE- 
PENDENCE ACHIEVED BY PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES THROUGH 
THE PUTTING INTO EFFECT OF THE ABOVE MEASURES AND 
POLICIES, AND THROUGH THE REALIZATION OF NATIONAL PLANS 
TO DEVELOP ALTERNATIVE SOURCES. 

ANNEX II 

MINUTES 

IN ADOPTING THE CONCLUSION ON ITEM 2 THE BOARD 
NOTED THAT: 

(1) THE TERM "CONVENTIONAL ALTERNATIVE SOURCES” 

USED IN THE DRAFT DECISION CONTAINED IN 
ANNEX I ABOVE SHOULD BE UNDERSTOOD AS IN- 
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CLUDING FOSSIL- AND HYDRO-ELECTRIC SOURCES. 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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(2) THE TERM "FINANCIAL" USED IN PARAGRAPH 2 OF 
THE DRAFT DECISION SHOULD BE UNDERSTOOD IN 
THE WIDEST SENSE, AS INCLUDING, FOR INSTANCE' 
GUARANTEES AND INSURANCE. 

(3) THE ITALIAN DELEGATION RECORDS ITS UNDER- 
STANDING THAT THE RE-FORMULATION IT HAS 
SUGGESTED IMPLIES THAT, AT THE SAME TIME 
THAT THE MINIMUM LEVEL IS FIXED. MEASURES 
WILL ALSO BE ADOPTED TO ASSIST THE ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF A FAIR BALANCE BETWEEN THE ECONOMIC 
AND SOCIAL INTERESTS OF ALL PARTICIPATING 
COUNTRIES; AND ASKS THAT THIS UNDERSTANDING 
SHOULD BE RECORDED IN THE MINUTES. 

THE BOARD TOOK NOTE OF THE ITALIAN DECLARA- 
TION AT THE TIME WHEN IT APPROVED THE AMEND- 
MENT; AND AGREED THAT IT WOULD BE APPROPRIATE 
TO EXAMINE THE POINT RAISED IN THE DECLARATION 
AT A LATER STAGE. 

(4) THE REFERENCE TO "EXISTING LEGISLATIVE AND 
CONSTITUTIONAL LIMITATIONS" IN PARAGRAPH 3 
OF THE DRAFT DECISION IS NOT INCOMPATIBLE 
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WITH THE EXPECTATION OF THE BOARD THAT 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES WILL ADOPT SUCH NEW 
OR AMENDED LEGISLATION AS THEY MAY FIND 
NECESSARY IN ORDER TO IMPLEMENT THE COMMIT- 
MENTS WHICH THEY ASSUME ARISING OUT OF THE 
DECISIONS OF THE BOARD.

1 . NORWAY SHALL BE ENTITLED TO PARTICIPATE ON THE 
SAME BASIS AS A PARTICIPATING COUNTRY, IN PLENARY AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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RESTRICTED ORGANS OF THE AGENCY' INCLUDING THE RIGHT 
TO BE REPRESENTED, TO PARTICIPATE IN DISCUSSIONS, AND 
TO MAKE PROPOSALS' IN PLENARY OR RESTRICTED MEETINGS 
THEREOF, AND THE RIGHT TO RECEIVE AGENDAS AND OTHER 
DOCUMENTS FOR SUCH MEETINGS. 

2. THE GOVERNING BOARD SHALL TAKE DECISIONS AS TO 
CHANGES IN THE SCALE OF CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE BUDGET 
UNDER ARTICLE 64(1) OF THE I.E.P. AGREEMENT, AND ALL 
OTHER DECISIONS ARISING UNDER CHAPTER V THROUGH X OF 
THE I.E.P. AGREEMENT WHICH REQUIRE A MAJORITY, AS IF 

(A) NORWAY WERE DEEMED TO BE INCLUDED IN THE LIST OF 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES SET FORTH IN ARTICLE 62, 
PARAGRAPH 2, AND TO HAVE THREE GENERAL VOTING 
WEIGHTS AND THREE COMBINED VOTING WEIGHTS; 

(B) THE TOTAL NUMBER OF GENERAL VOTING WEIGHTS AND 
COMBINED VOTING WEIGHTS SET FORTH IN ARTICLE 62, 
PARAGRAPH 2, WERE DEEMED TO BE 54 AND 154 
RESPECTIVELY. 
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3. NORWAY ADHERE TO ANY DECISION OF THE GOVERNING 
BOARD TO WHICH PARAGRAPH 2 DOES NOT APPLY, AND SHALL 
NOT BE BOUND BY ANY SUCH DECISION TO WHICH IT DOES NOT 
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ADHERE. 

4. OTHER THAN IN CASES OF EMERGENCY. THE PARTICIPA- 
TION OF NORWAY IN THE WORK OF THE AGENCY UNDER CHAPTERS 
I THROUGH IV SHALL BE IMPLEMENTED PURSUANT TO ARRANGE- 
MENTS WHICH SHALL BE ADOPTED BY THE GOVERNING BOARD 
AFTER CONSIDERING THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE STANDING 
GROUP ON EMERGENCY QUESTIONS AND IN AGREEMENT WITH 
NORWAY. 

5. IN CASES OF EMERGENCY IN WHICH NORWAY DECIDES TO 
CONTRIBUTE TO THE AGENCY'S OIL SHARING PROGRAM PURSUANT 
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TO ARTICLE 1 OF THE PARTICIPATIN AGREEMENT, THE 
PARTICIPATION OF NORWAY IN THE WORK OF THE AGENCY 
UNDER CHAPTERS I THROUGH IV SHALL BE ADOPTED BY THE 
GOVERNING BOARD, IN THE LIGHT OF THE NATURE AND EXTENT 
OF NORWAY'S CONTRIBUTION, AFTER CONSIDERING THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE STANDING GROUP ON EMERGENCY
